The garden Is 
enclosed by s high adobe wall which 
Is. for the most part, covered by 
climbers, giving a most restful effect 
Seats are built of bricks and the old 
grindstones used In the old days for 
grinding corn have been set down to 
make further seating accommodation 
REMARKABLE IMPORTATIONS • 
Another thing we learned was the 
fact that the date palm, which la 
grown extensively in California to¬ 
day. waa Imported direct from Pales¬ 
tine by the early Spanish padres.

With a central organization in each,city to give 
stability and a permanent backing to community 
gardening, it can make a varied contribution to the 
live* of many citizens in a time of emergency. But 
it has other and permanent values, which may live 
through into leu anxious times. In the meantime, if 
only for the direct effect which it has on the standard 
of living of families, the movement is worthy of all 
the effort and enthusiastic support which citizens who 
have the good of their fellows at heart are able to 
dev&te to its promotion.

If the Soviet Star 
had been victorious, Germany would have perished 
in a bloody Communist reign of terror, and the whole 
of the western world would hare followed Germany 
into the abyss. 

“The victory of the Swastika has. at any rate, 
averted this terrible danger, and for that we must 
give thanks to God. Once more it has become pos¬ 
sible for Germany to rise again and for us to create 
a healthy Germany. But Germany is. and will re¬ 
main. the heart of Europe, and Europe can only be 
healthy and live in peace when its heart is healthy. 

“The German people has arisen, and Germany 
will again be healthy. For that we have the guarantor 
who is Adolf Hitler, the Chancellor of the German 
people and the protector of their honor and freedom."

beneficial of present-day movements for the worth¬ 
while use of leisure time, whether that leisure time 
be imposed by lack of ordinary employment or other¬ 
wise. Mr. Eric Muncaster, a departmental secretary 
of the Canadian Council on Child and Family Wel¬ 
fare, says there ought to be more of it in Canada 
than there has been of recent years. 

In spite of the growth of the movement which has 
taken place in certain centres, authorities who have 
looked into the matter consider that this excellent form 
of activity is capsble of substantial expansion through¬ 
out the Dominion. Experience evidently tends to 
show that participants benefit in so many ways that 
they require but little urging to undertake this most 
practical form of self-help. There might well be a 
Dominion-wide drive to promote such gardening every¬ 
where, for there are many reasons why communities 
should make an intensive effoft to develop a thorough¬ 
going-programme along these line*. 

A* Mr. Muncaster point* out. the health value* 
of the fre*h air and sunshine in which gardener* do 
ao much of their work, and of the exercise associated 
with it, are universally admitted. There is tn appeal 
about gardening of all types to many different kinds 
of people. But there is a special reason connected 
with community gardening in that it provide* "some¬ 
thing to do" as well as food, under conditions which 
bring moral encouragement as well as physical satis- 
faction.

NEW ORDER MADE

leave their desks for mass on holidays 
tnd to-day the angry civil servants 
propose to take the matter up. With 
the government, which means Mr. de 
Valera. 

It la maintained by the civil ser¬ 
vants that there la no Justification 
for the withdrawal of the privilege, 
entoyed by civil servants under the 
British regime, and extended to their 
employees by most business concerns.

In ISIS th« French advanced to within artil¬ 
lery range of Briey, centre of a great ateel Induetry, 
captured from the French by the Oerroana early 
tn the war. But aU the time the Germane held 
thU poeltlon, from then until th» end of the war, 
French gone dealsted from bombarding and ruin¬ 
ing the Ironwork*. French airplane* left the area, 
practically nnmoleated. Tbl*. In aplt* of the fact - 
that the German* had turned the mine# and bla*t- 
furnace* to the production o^muniuon* and other 
erar equipment u*ed for the deetructlon of French 
life 

ju*t back of another part of the line at Dom- 
be*le. In Maurth#-and-M*ue*ll*. were big munition 
work* of the French, from which they were obtain*" 
Ing a large supply or munitions with which to 
destroy German* But. although the German* 
could have bombed and laid waaU Dombaele. It 
Wae left secure from any eerloua attack molesta- 

tlon. -■' 

French official statement* at the time **- 
plained that bombardment of I Briey would have 
brought retaliation from the Oerman* on Dorn* 
baale. The Oerman* admitted a similar fear of 
French action on Briey if they bad turned to 
destroy Dombasle. 

If both munlUon area* had been placed under 
attack—aa were mere civilian eettlementa along 
the line—both combatants would have been 
seriously crlppttd m their supply of mate ria ls, 
the end of the war would have been hastened. 

Brut thousand! of French and Oerman lives saved. 

One might think that deetructlon of an enemy** 
source of munitions, especially those located right 
under hie noee. would have been fundamental 
military policy on the part of a general staff. 

• • • • 

W HY.^^THEN. were 4uch arsenals on both Rldee 
preserved as sacred from enemy gun*? 

H. C. Engelbrecht. PhD., and F. C. Hanlgben 
have been doing research, and they *upply the 
answer In "Merchants of Death." which 1* being 
published and wlU be the Book-of-the-Month 
•election for May. • 

The kef to the answer le that “merchant* of 
death " are the group of international armament 
manufacturers, who manipulate government* and 
general staffs like puppets on strings and to whom 
—ae proved in the last war—profit is above 
patriotism. 

The book of Engelbrecht and Hanlgbei^ deal* 
with these gentlemen and their operation# in all 
the chief European countries. 

Prominent among the •'merchants” are the mem¬ 
bers of the "de" and ‘ von” Wendel family. Fran- 
ro.. War-del 11 vee In France, where hU brother. 
Ouy. le a Senator Humbert von Wsndfl UY*d W 
Oermany. where before the w he was a member 
of the Reichstag. The Briey incident has to do with 
them. They owned the Briey properties, bombard¬ 
ment of which would not only have destroyed eo 
much of their capital, but would have crippled 
their earning power Just when the war was at lie 
height, or tn other words, when their goose was 
hanging highest. It made little difference to them ( 
which side they were aldtng. The main thing waa ^ 
that the demand for death-dealing weapons was 
roaring and their ability to cash in should be un- 
» obstructed. 

Francois la given credit for the Influence In 
Paris which gave the order that the Oerroan- 
operated Briey should go unmolested. As a result 
we have had such statement* as that of Pierre 
Plandin. former Minister of Finance foj France 
and an artillery officer In the wkr. who aays that 
the French Secon^. Army was forbidden to bom¬ 
bard Briey when It had the chance by doing so o* 
making a ten-mile advance in this llghtly-h*ld 
•ector. 

In this connection we were doing some look ing- 
-up on our own account. We came upon the 
Illuminating fact that the Ffench share of the de 
Wendel profits during the period the Germans 
operated Briey were held in a special trust account 
and were transferred to Paris after the war.

GLASGOW. Scotland. 

A FEW months ago I wrote very strongly in con¬ 
nection with the existence of slums In end 
About this greet city, of Glasgow and the h*U- 
bearted efforts that were being msde by the City 
Council and the National Government to remedy 
the horrible conditions. The same conditions 
prevail to-day and are likely to continue for years 
to come unless the authorities take stronger and 
more ample steps to alter them. x 

A statement made recently by a government of¬ 
ficial shows that England and Scotland require 
1 . 600.000 new houses and that provision has been 
made for only 200.000 and that in the next ten 
years, by the time these new houses are erected, 
there will be another 200,000 slum houses con¬ 
demned by the sanitary officials as unfit for 
habitation and so the vicious circle goes on. 

The government tells the local authorities con¬ 
cerned to get on with the Job of cleaning the 
alums and erecting new buildings To carry out 
these instructions would require a sum of 
£440.000,000. 

The local authorities could not raise such a 
sum but the government could, and up to this 
point has not done anything except to make 
grants under a subsidy act. which will pass out 
of existence on June SO next. Municipalities, by 
the aid of theay subsidies, have constructed alum 
clearing buildings and private builders have been 
enabled to put big housing schemes over. Unless 
the subsidy act la extended at the present session 
of Parliament, these schemes will cease, and if 
the municipalities continue to build houses In 
lieu of those condemned, it will be at an added 
cost to the ratepayers, and It may be taken 
very Uttle will be done.

AS 8TATED already, the women of the house- 
holds have to do the family washing outaldf 
ln the street, even ln the coldest weather, because 
of the circumscribed nature of the dwellings 
This is accomplished by first building a large 
fire either on the street or on s vacant piece 
of ground, if available, and on these Urea art 
boiled large pot* of water in which the clothing 
Is washed, and it is much to the credit of Abe 
women of Calderbsnk that under such circum¬ 
stance* they manage to keep their linen clean. 

In the lower part of the village the houses 
were originally built in the form of two squares, 
enclosing an area of ground which waa the com¬ 
mon property of the residents.

It Is between these two rows that the 
communal ashpit stands. These are large snd 
open and used by about thirty families to each. 
They are e mptied periodically, but the rapid 
collection o! all kinds or rubbish gives off a strong 
and obnoxious odor which caused the medico and 
me to retire very precipitately to a sweeter neigh¬ 
borhood. These pits stand only ten yards from 
the dwellings. Beside them and connected with

At tbe upper part of the village there le a 
pond which would add to the amenities of the 
village but for one fact. “It serves as an outlet 
for the sewers of some of the County Council's 
new houses." Although there la an outlet for 
the pond at the other end. It only takes the 
water away and the solid matter remains at the 
bottom The medloo Informed me that It la 
practically impossible to go near the pond in 
tbe summer time and I could believe that quite 
well, as the air ln February was not salubrious, 
although we were not exactly at the water edge. 

A few yards away from the pond Is a chil¬ 
dren's playground. The only amenity which the 
Inhabitants of the village have and which raises 
them above social conditions of several gener¬ 
ations ago.

In our own country, the milder activities of 
defeatism ar* creating a milder form of Fascism 
This haa been taken up by some &f the great 
newspapers 

The intentions of these people are good by 
comparison with their opponents, but the under¬ 
taking Is none the leas mischievous. It is opposed 
to all British traditions snd excites considerable 
animosity, which is certain to drive many from 
the Conservative ranks Into one of the three fac¬ 
tions already mentioned 

The activities of the Fascists are. ln part, law¬ 
less. Brawling and resistance to the law and 
authority are already one of their consequence*. 
Their practical project# are at present somewhat 
nebulous, but their only logical Issue is the im¬ 
pairing or suspension of. tha constitution—the 
objective of the CotAmunlsts. However sincere 
thfir professions of loyalty may be. they are work¬ 
ing against public order snd constitutional prog- 


are. by our constitution. Independent, not only of 
the cabinet, fcut also of both Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment. This gross violation of our fundamental 
laws should not be allowed to continue. These 
and other necessary restorations of our ancient 
liberties ar e approved by all patriotic Englishmen, 
but no statesman comes forward to enforce the 
right and curb the intrusive wrong. 

Nine hundred years have not been sufficient to 
bring our constitution to full maturity, but nine 
years would easily accomplish its destruction. If 
timid councils prevail. WhSA a storm arise* ths 
craven will be swept away, and their place taken 
by hoe tea human! generis. Our constitution is our 
best protection and an example to th# nations not 
so blessed ss we. 


Fascism will disappear if the men of England 
ln general ate clear-sighted, firm and vigilant 
They must trust' no one. whether he call himself 
Conservative. National. Internationalist or Pacifist, 
who advocates surrender snd weakness. They must 
beware of shibboleths. 

It could be wished that the cant of democracy 
were heard no more. Democracy does not, and 
ought not exist. Once It was practised In 
small communities ln quite exceptional circum¬ 
stances, la, in the ancient Greek world. Even 
then it waa reprobated by all good and wise men. 
In those small communities (dependent upon sieve 
labor) it was possible for all tbe citizens to meet 
ln a market-place, and carry on the work of gov- 


TT'I MUST restore to each Hbuse of Parliament 
W their old powers. We have allowed ministers 
to usurp power—that Is. playing the game of the 
Communists, who desire to confer on ministers un¬ 
limited powers.

Nevertheless, throe ntght* later, one 
of the gv*rd* stepped out of the 
roegn. and Chapman not only eluded 
him, but got away wttti one of his 
uniforms when he slid out the win¬ 
dow on another rope of bedclothes. 

For a time he was free—then came 
inevitable capture, and the gallows. 

No gang ever was harder to capture 
or to hold when capture l than the 
Whlttemore gang. Richard Reese 
Whlttemore. its leader, ran away from 
reform school twice when he was only 
a boy. 

He became a professional criminal, 
and first escaped the law’s clutches 
when serving fifteen years for rob¬ 
bery in Baltimore. He leaped sav¬ 
agely on a guard, killed him with a 
piece of Iron pipe concealed In hla 
shirt, stole his keys, and with them 
gained freedom. 

IIYNAMITE PLOT THWARTED 
r EON KRAMER, one of Whittc- 
more s accomplices, whom he met 
In prison had an escape to his credit 
which had more finesse.

Opinions 
vary ae to the menu of this legis¬ 
lation, but many producer* and con¬ 
sumers have not m vet reached 
deflnlU conclusions aa to bow it 
might function. 

Cept. 8. Llveeey of Sidney, vice- 
president of the Coast Orowers’ As¬ 
sociation, which comprises 90 per 
cent of the small fruit and vegetable 
growers of the lower mainland and 
Vancouver Island, haa some Interest¬ 
ing observations to make on the bill 
When the fruit producers met the 
agricultural committee, be waa the 
sole representative of the berry 
growers and partook in the delibera¬ 
tions aimed at producing a workable 
bill. It is. therefore, of 'particular 
interest to note hto views on this 
question. „ 

AIM* OF THE BILL 

Many people have the Idea, said 
Capt. Livesey. that the alms of the 
present Marketing BUI could be at¬ 
tained without government Inter- 
tent ion, but they have proved, to be 
Incorrect. 

Briefly the aims of the present 
Marketing Bill are: 

- 1. The securing to the producer of 
a fair price for that part of his 
products which can be sold. 

2. The equlta'ble sharing among 
all producers of any surplus that can¬ 
not he eold. | 

3. Thu pr o per allocation among nil 
producers of their respective share 
■ n .») ihe home market; <b, the 
export market, to the products des- 


their association. Every broker, 
wholesaler, and retailer, buying direct 
from the pjfcducer would also be 


legulate the oodcs, whereby inter- 
provincial and export trade will be 
taken care of. Provincial boards will 
be set up under the provincial act 
to advise and generally govern local 
boards. The members of these two 
boards will be government servants 
ond will be paid out of the public 
funds. . v ■" 

So far aa agricultural products are 
concerned, neither the Dominion nor 
the provincial boards wUl do any 
msrchandlaing of products, declared 
Capt. Llveeey. Farmers are quite 
capable of marketing their own goods, 
aa long aa the government wlU ex¬ 
ercise some sort of control over pro¬ 
ducers. 

For the successful working of the 
act It la essential that there shall 
be no extravagant expenditure of 
public funds by the government 
boards, and even more so by^ffce local 
boards who are paid by the producers. 
Moat farmers consider that local 
boards of three are sufficient. It 
would only be necessary to employ 
one melhber on a full-time basis. The 
other two members would only be 
needed during the season and to meet 
In committee from time to time. The 
Okanagan and the Kooterrays have 
united, and have already appointed a 
board. In anticipation of the act be¬ 
coming law in time for the apple 


Spring la here. In, the early morn¬ 
ing the sun shines on the grass and 
turns the dew-covered lawns Into a 
Jeweled paradise.

This month ths woods and meadows 
are full of wild flowers of many 
varieties. Besides looking beautiful 
Ux vases, many of these native plants 
look very attractive In the gardens 
Some gardens display wild fjowtrs 
which are as much admired as their 
cultivated cousins. Fbr instance, the 
wild currant bush, the Baster Illy, 
the saxifrage and the Wild peacock 
have found a refuge in many Vlc- 


1 name. Another bulb to the snake 
•lily, or wild tulip. It has a tulip 
shaped flower only hanging down¬ 
ward like the Baster lily, and to of 
mottled color. I 

The wild peacock, or shooting star* 
has seven or eight pink or purple 
flowers on one spray. With Its petals 
brushed backwards and elongated 
centre. It resembles a delicate arrow¬ 
head. The tody’s nUpper, with !ta 
well-known shoe-shaped flower, to 
blooming, and another native of the 
woods stands a foot high surmounted 
by a spray of pals purple blossoms.

BOCH PLANTS 

Ths moss-covered rocks of the 
Island art dotted with many pretty 
little plants.

It 
to generaUy understood that when 
application to made It would be ad¬ 
vertised. public meetings held, and 
a poll token of all producers in that 
area whose products would be con¬ 
trolled. It wlU be necessary to have 
S 7ft per cent majority both In ths 
number of votes and the volume of 
products, before any defined ares 
would be permitted to come under 
the act. 

I’BftIBE ACT 

Already the Okanagan apple 
glowers, the Fraser Valley milk pro- 
! ducera. the lower mainland and Van¬ 
couver Island berry growers, and the 
lower mainland and Vancouver Island 
vegetable growers htve el) expressed 
their desire to come under the act. 

Now comes that, part of the act 
which many psppto believe will lead 
to greater governmental expenditure 
and an extension of -the system of 
burssucracy. Ones a oertaln area has 
teen defined, a local board will be 
vet up. This board will be paid for 
by a small tax on ths commodltlsr 
bandied by them. 

Each commodity will be under a 
sepaiate board. There will probably 
be milk, apple, vegetable, and small 
fruit boards in British Col urn bis. 
situated In the defined areas where 
the greatest amount of each com¬ 
modity Is produced. These local 
boards, while they have the power ol

The Marketing Bill was started aa 
an agricultural act, but has develhpdff* 
so that It now covers all natural 
products.

Experimental Farm 
Conducting Interesting 
Fertilizer Exjteriment 

An experiment Is being conducted 
in the hothouse of the Dominion 
Experimental Station at Sidney which 
should be of Interest to all tomato 
growers. Statistics reveal that the 
weight of the average crop of hot¬ 
house tomatoes mown on Vancouver 
Xaland to around 'tiweg pounds a 
plant. This is very poor. In England 
the average yield to around six'pounds 
a plant. It to Just aa expensive for 
tlie hothouse grower lb produce three 
pounds of tomatoes a plant as It is 
to produce six pounds. 

Therefore they are conducting a 
fertilizer exxperlment with the ob¬ 
ject of Increasing the yield end im¬ 
proving Hie qualities of the toms toe* 
They also hope to discover whether 
It is possible to avoid changing the 
soil so frequently. The manager of 
the hothouse stated that this pro¬ 
ject would probably cover four to, 
five years.
